conjunction with the Mid Iowa Coin-a-Rama in Perry on larch 12. President 
John Kelso led a very vroductive meeting. Notice was given of the deaths 
of two members, Russell Hutchings of Clarinda and Andrew Klitgaard of 
Harlan, 

Plans were discussed for the State Show, to be held at the Ramada Inn in 
Des Moines, in October, Recognition is to be given to Charter Members of 
the Organization at that time. 

It was decided there will be an oven compvetition for a design for a 40th 
Anniversary medal for the 1978 Show in Davenvort. This design will be for 
the reverse only of the INA Medal. Designs are to be submitted to JoAnn 
Peters, Secretary, for avproval by the Board, Selected design will be sub- 
ject to revision by the Soard, Fntries are to be submitted by September 1, 
1977. Recognition will be given to the winning designer, including a 
picture of the Medal on the cover of the Bulletin. 

It was voted by the Board that all Exhibits at a State Show are to remain 
in place until 4:00 P.M. on the second day of the Show, or be required to 
relinquish any trophy won; also, that an exhibitor guilty of removing his 
display before that time, be subject to suspension as an exhibitor, This 
was a unanimous decision by the 3oard. 

Don Mark was avnointed as a Convention Co-Ordinator. His duties include 
helping Clubs line uv their shows at a time when they will not conflict 
with another show in the same area, (We will have more details on this 
theme in a later issue). 

It was decided to retain the design currently being used on the INA Trophy. 
There will also be a special Lowell Owen Nemorial Trovhy given, for the 
first time this year, to the Junior Exhibit having the highest point total. 
A discussion of plans for the State Convention followed, with Chairman Don 
Mark givine the details he has worked out. Reservation cards are to be in 


the next issue of the ‘ulletin, to be returned no later than Sevtember 15. 
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Editors Note ----- 
First, I'd like to offer my apologies to the Donnellson Club and the Fort 
Madison Club. The announcement of their Shows did not. reach me in time to 
include them in the Calendar in the last Bulletin. I really regret this, 
but the only way we can correct it, is to have your Publicity persons send 
me a flyer_as soon as they are printed. This is, as far as I am concerned, 
one of the principal purposes of the Bulletin, and I dislike missing one 
of the announcements, 
Secretary JoAnn handed me a letter, which I think is worthy of reprint--

I feel a need to comment on the resolution adopted by the Board at the 
Perry meeting. It is always a touchy thing to an Exhibit Chairman to have 
some of the displays removed hours before the Show is to end, It is wrong, 
in my estimation, to advertise a show until a certain hour, and have part 
of it gone for the last part of the show, It also is unfair to the other 
exhibitors who are thoughtful enough to leave theirs in place, I realize 
there are circumstances when this sort of thing is necessary, but that is 
a rare occasion. I hope all of the Clubs throughout Iowa will adopt this 
ruling. I have been both an exhibitor and exhibit chairman, and have a 
strone feeling in the matter,--I am pleased that the Board has decided to 


honor our Charter Members this Fall. I urge anyone who is in contact w ith 


any of these persons to do everything possible to facilitate their being 
With us in Des Moines in October,---- 
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I have two letters sent to me, in my capacity as Secretary of the Central 
States group, which may be of interest to Iowa collectors.
